W ashington, Feb. 8— While unoffi­ 
cial news dispatches are being quot­

States giving the total number of the 
T uscania’s rn -sing at 101, the State 
D epartm ent here has but little official 
knowledge on which to base any esti­ 
mates. The newspapers claim to have 
their figures verified by the American 
Em bassy in London. 


The latest official list received here 
gives 113 Americans and 97 others 
as hist. 
The Navy D epartm ent ha* 
official cablegrams 
indicating 
that 
2035 survivors were land** I at various 
points 
on 
the 
Irish and 
Scottish 
coacts, leaving 362 troop passengers 
and members of the crew unaccounted 
for. 
The number in the hospitals is 
given at 99. 


The list cannot be completed for 
several days and in the meantime the 
settlem ents along the coast are being 
combed for infusible 
survivors who 
may have taken refuge in one or more 
of the numerous fishing villages. 
According to the revised list an­ 
nounced to-day there were 2177 mili­ 
tary passengers on the Tuscania, 117 
officers and 2060 enlisted men. 
There 
were only two civilian passengers.

The train wa* on time and they 
had but a short wait at the station.

irrepressible and buoyant spirit of ttie 
people, which, he said, has not been 
quenched by the Teuton invaders. 
The stupid proclamations of the Ger­ 
man commandant* posted daily and 
oftener on the building* aud boardings 
of the streets of Belgian cities caused 
the population considerable 
iuuuw- 
ment at first, Mr. Gibson said, until 
it was announced from German head­ 
quarters that any one seen laughing 
around an official bulletin would be se­ 
verely punished. 
Thereafter persons 
reading the bulletins 
would 
muffle 
themselves up in neckcloths that con­ 
cealed half their faces and laugh to 
themselves 
All the Belgian newspapers were 
suppressed, and the population 
re­ 
ceived its news from publications Is 
sued by Hie Germans, which told of 
their military victories. Mr. Gibs »u de­ 
clared. 


Paper* Published Secretly. 
“In spite of this fact, the Belgian*, 
under the very nose of the governor 
general, published clandestine newspa­ 
pers,” he continued. 
‘T h e governor 
general would get his copy regularly. 
Sometimes he found It under Ids plate, 
sometimes it came Into his home with 
the 
vegetables, 
sometimes 
It 
was 
malled to Iiitu in an official envelope 
of tile German mill fury headquarters 
itself, but. in spite of the faut that tie 
offered 1**0,U**U marks for information 
leading to the arrest of those con­ 
cerned in publishing the paper, I' 
availed him nothing, and when I left 
It wa* reported thut every time lie 
saw a copy of one of the Belgian se­ 
cret newspaper* lie fell tutu a tan­ 
trum.” 
English and Potch newspapers were 
smuggled into Belgium, Mr. Gibson 
continued, though a Copy of a London 
palier sold a* high as $3** ut u time 
when the German authorities were do­ 
ing their utmost to stop the 
smug­ 
gling. 
Tile papers smuggled in were 
rented by the hour aud 
Hie owner 
would sit on a man's doorstep until 
he had finished It. when lie would pass 
it on to receive another fee frmu the 
next customer. 
Mr. Gibson referred 
to Cardinal H e rd e r as “the splendid 
old figure whose work has undone the 
labors of many Ccrmnn army corps." 
The stories of arson, pillage, murder, 
torture, and mutilation committed by 
the Gentian invaders are all too true, 
according to Mr. Gibson. 
The true 
story, he said. will not he told until 
the Germans have been driven out of 
Belgium and northern France, when 
Hie population of the Invaded districts 
will show the world the proofs of the 
German atropines. 
German Spies Poorly Paid. 
Tile hordes of spies Iii red by the 
Oenuans are for the moat part iwor 
and HI paid, according to Mr. Gibson, 
who auld that he had the honor of 
having uue assigned to follow him con 
atantly.

PESTS DID GREAT 
DAMAGE TO CROPS 


Could have Built Miles of Roads 
with Money Lost by their 
Invasions. 


Pennsylvania 
in 
11*17 
suffered a 
loss of at least $40,OOO,OOO 
through 
the dam age done its craps by insect 
pests, according to a table prepared 
by J. G. Sanders, state economic zo­ 
ologist. 
This sum of money, even at 
pre­ 
vailing prices, Mould construct an ­ 
nually 1143 mil* - of concrete road 
sixteen feet in width; and in nine 
years would build the entire 10,200 
miles of thoroughfare comprising what 
is known as the main road system of 
this state. 
The loss in Pennsylvania 
is perhaps no greater proportionately 
than in Adjoining states, but it is 
quite unnecessary, according to Mr. 
Sanders. 


The additional $6,000,000 loss 
is 
more than accounted for in the tre ­ 
mendous loss sustained in all other 
Pennsylvania farm crops. 
There is 
no figure here representing the dam ­ 
age done the fruit crops. While Penn­ 
sylvania is conserving its other re­ 
source*, says the state zoologist, it
